Many applications support publish and subscribe, a feature 
of System 7 that lets you update documents automatically, even 
across a network. When information changes on one computer, the 
changes automatically appear on the other computer the next time 
you link them together. So you can make changes to a document 
and be confident that everyone who needs the new information 
gets the new information. 

With an ordinary notebook computer, connecting to a network 
requires special software. You'll also have to buy a networking 
adapter, which may need its own electrical outlet. The result won't 
be nearly as convenient, or provide nearly as many features, as a 
Macintosh PowerBook. 


How to be in two places at once. 

Every Macintosh PowerBook computer comes with AppleTalk 
Remote Access software. Using this software, a modem, and a tele- 
phone line, you can connect your PowerBook to another Macintosh 
computer from any location—whether you're on the road, at home, 
or ina client's office. All you have to do is type in your name, your 
password, and the phone number of the Macintosh you want to 
connect with, and you'll be able to exchange information between 
the two systems. If the other Macintosh is connected to an AppleTalk 
network, you'll also have access to the network’s printers, file ser- 
vers, and other resources, just as though you were working 

in your office. 


The SCSI port allows you to connect one 
or more peripherals, such as. a scanner, 
a CD-ROM drive, and an external hard 
disk drive. 


The modem port connects directly to any 
RY-11 jack (the kind used by most home and 
office phones), giving you instant access to 
any fax line.
